inches aver the Leeward and 
Windward Islands, with max¬ 
imum amounts of six inches 
possible," the NHC said.

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World eagerly awaits birth of Britain’s royal baby

LONDON (AFP) - Could tins 
be the week? Britain's royal 
family and the world's media 
are on tenterhooks awaiting the 
birth of Fnnce William and 
wife Catherine's first child, a 
baby who will one day be king 
or queen of Britain and a di¬ 
verse group of commonwealth 
countries. 

Millions of people world¬ 
wide watched William's glit¬ 
tering televised marriage to 
Kate Middleton in 2011 and, 
judging by the media camped 
outside her London hospital, 
their baby l s arrival will be a 
similar global sensation 

The baby is not officially 
due until mid-July but this has¬ 
n't stopped news organisations 
horn setting up dozens of cam¬ 
era positions outside the pri¬ 
vate Lindo Wmg of St Mary's 
Hospital, where William was 
born m 1932 and Ins brother 
Harry in 1934 

The royal couple, both 31, 
insist they do not know 
whether their firstborn is a girl 
or boy - but in either case the 
baby will be third m line to the 
throne after 64-year-old Prmce 
Charles and Ins son William, 
p uslnn g Willi am's y oun ger 
brother Harry into fourth pi ace 

And if it is a girl she will be 
the first princess m British his¬ 
tory who cannot be pushed 
down tire line d£ succession by 
any younger brothers, following 
a momentous change in the law. 

Bookmakers say punters 
heavily back a female child, 
with Alexandra and Charlotte 
tli e to p pi ok s fo r girl s' names 
and James and George for a 
boy. 

The baby's arrival comes as 
the royal family enjoys record 
popularity after a difficult few 
decades, and highlights the 
British monarchy's enduring 
strength even as its European 
counterparts undergo funda¬ 
mental changes 

Huge crowds thronged 
London's streets for William 
and Kate's wedding in April 
2011, and ag am m 2 Q12 for the 
diamond jubilee celebrations 
marking Queen Elizabeth II's 
60th year on the throne 

The feelgo od factor of a new 
royal baby, delivering a much- 
needed public morale boost at a 
time of economic gloom, is 
likely to increase the royals' 
current popularity even further. 


But public support is 
volatile, warns Patrick Jeph- 


son, former chief of staff to 
William's late mother Princess 
Diana. 

"The fa ad times, that will b e 
the test," he told AFP 

There was deep public ill- 
will towards the monarchy fol¬ 
lowing Diana's death in a 1997 
car crash Devastated Britons 
saw the royal family as cold 
and out-of-touch, and it took 
years to rehabilitate thesr repu¬ 
tation.

Pilot flying San 
Francisco crash 
plane was in training 


SAW FRANCISCO (AFP) - 
Asiana Airlines an Monday 
confirmed that the pilot fly¬ 
ing the Boeing 777 that 
crashed in San Francisco was 
in training, raising the possi¬ 
bility that hum an error caused 
the deadly accident. 

Two teenage Chinese girls 
were the only fatalities in the 
Aery crash Saturday, though 
six of the 307 people aboard 
the flight remained in area 
hospitals in critical condition. 

US investigators said Sun¬ 
day that the Asian a jet was 
traveling much slower than 
recommended as it attempted 
to land. 

The flight data recorder 
showed that as the Boeing 
777 approached the runway 
its pilots were warned four 
seconds before the crash that 
the aircraft was likely to stall 
and asked to abort the land¬ 
ing 

The request to abort was 
captured on the cockpit voice 
recorder 1.5 seconds before 
the plane crashed, said Na¬ 
tional Transportation Safety 
Board chairwoman Deborah 
Hersman, who is leading the 
probe. 

Her announcement came 
minutes after a video ob¬ 
tained by CNN confirmed 
that the aircraft clipped a sea¬ 
wall short of the airport run¬ 
way 

The footage showed the 
plane with its nose up and its 
real' hitting the ground The 
plane then hit the tarmac, 
ab rup tly b Dim c e d up ward, 
and spun around ISO degrees. 

In Seoul on Monday 
Asiana said pilot Lee Kang- 
Kuk had just 43 hours of ex- 
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penence in piloting the 777 
and was still undergoing 
training, although he had 
more than 9,ODD hours of 
ill gilt tim e exp en enc e. 

An A si an a sp oke s worn an 
told AFP he was accompa¬ 
nied by an experienced 
trainer, who acted as co-pilot 
On Monday Asiana CEO 
Yoon Young-D do, who had 
earlier apologized for the in¬ 
cident, described media re¬ 
ports that pilot error may 
have caused the tragedy as 
"intolerable," calling it a 
" m alter o f sp e cul ati Dn. 11 

He had earlier said the 
plane had no known mechan¬ 
ical problems 

Choi Jeang-Ho, the head 
of South Korea's transporta¬ 
tion ministry's aviatio n polity 
bureau, meanwhile said it 
was too early in the investi¬ 
gation to say that pilot error 
was a factor. 

Asiana Flight 214, which 
originated in Shanghai and 
stopped in Seoul, had 291 
passengers and 16 crew 
members aboard. 

In total, 123 people aboard 
the flight escaped unharmed, 
US officials said. 

Tire twin-engine Boeing 
777 is one of the world's most 
popular airplanes used for 
long distance flights. 

According to aviation 
safety databases, the two 
dead teens are the 777's first 
fatalities in the plane's 13 
year of service. 

It was the first deadly 
Asiana passenger plane crash 
since June 1993, when one of 
its Boeing 737s slammed into 
a mountain in South Korea, 
killing 63. 

Asi ana's share price ended 
down nearly six percent on 
Monday as investors digested 
tlie impact of the accident 
Huge insurance p ay outs to 
victims and for the aircraft 
could raise future premiums 
and increase the company's 
financial burdens 

Aviation experts, however, 
said the damage to its busi¬ 
ness could be limited, as 
South Korea's number two 
airline has spent years build¬ 
ing a reputation for safety and 
quality. 


Search expands for 
40 missing in 
Canada train blaze 

LAC MEGANTIC (AFP) - 
Investigators sad Monday 
they hope to expand their 
search for 40 people missing 
two days after a runaway oil 
tanker Iran derailed and ex¬ 
ploded, killing five and flat¬ 
tening part of a small 
Quebec town. 

Police said the official 
death tall had not changed 
in Lac-Megantic since tire- 
fighters put out the raging 
inferno late Sunday, but ad¬ 
mitted they had not yet been 
able to access parts of the 
charred wreckage

Snowden fate in balance as Cuba backs 
asylum bid 


MOSCOW (AFP) - Fugitive

The Muslim Brotherhood, 
which has led demonstrations 
against Wednesday's over¬ 
throw of Islamist president 
Mohamed Morst, said its sup¬ 
porters were "massacred" by 
troops and police during dawn 
prayers in Cano 

Tire military blamed "terror¬ 
ists," while witnesses, includ¬ 
ing Brotherhood supporters at 
the scene, said security forces 
fired only warning shots and 
tear gas, and that "thugs'* in 
civilian clothes earned out the 
shootings. 

Tire United States called on 
the Egyptian army to exercise 
"maximum restraint," while 
also condemning “explicit" 
Brotherhood cads to violence. 

The Islamist movement's 
political arm, die Freedom and 
Justice Party, had called for 
"an uprising by the great peo¬ 
ple of Egypt against those try¬ 
ing to sted their revolution 
with tanlcs" because of Mon¬ 
day's killings. 

It urged "the international 
community and international 
groups and all the free people of 
the world to intervene to stop 
further massacres and prevent 
anew Syria in the Arab world"

No risk of pandemic yet from MERS 
virus: scientists 


PARIS (AFP) - The new 
MERS coronavinis that has 
claimed dozens of lives in the 
Middle East does not yet have 
the ability to trigger a pan¬ 
demic, but vigilance is needed 
in case it mutates, French sci¬ 
entists said. 

But they urged health 
watchdogs to keep up their 
guard and pursue tire search for

“We recommend enhanced 
surveillance, active contact, 
tracing and vigorous searches 
for the MERS-CoV animal 
hosts and transmission routes 
to human beings," said the Pas¬ 


teur Institute team which con¬ 
ducted die research 

A respiratory vims that can 
cause fever and pneumonia, 
MERS is a cousin of the 
deadly SARS virus which 
erupted in southern China in 
3003 and snowballed into a 
global health scare. 

Since Middle East Respira¬ 
tory Syndrome (MERS) first 
came to Light in 2013, there 
have been 43 recorded deaths, 
3b of them in Saudi Arabia. 

The death rate is high -- at 
roughly one in every two pa¬ 
tients -- although doctors say 


there may be other case that 
are not diagnosed as MERS or 
do not cause grave illness 

The too of French epidemiol¬ 
ogists looked at 55 MERS cases 
for evidence of "clusters 1- in 
which die vims had been passed 
on from one person to another 
rather than stopping with the pa¬ 
tient who had fallen ill. 

Like SARE, MERS appears 
tD cause a lung infection, with 
patients suffering from fever, 
coughing and breathing diffi¬ 
culties. But it differs m that it 
also causes rapid kidney fail¬ 
ure, other research has found

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Landmark US-EU trade talks 
opened in Washington Man- 
day as the two sides also dis¬ 
cussed US spying activities 
that infuriated Europeans and 
tlireatensd to hold up what 
could be the world's largest 
fi'ee-trade deal. 

In the wake of disclosures 
that the United States has not 
only been vacuuming up huge 
quantities of phone and Inter¬ 
net data but also snooping on 
its allies, European officials 
gathered at the Department of 
Justice to discuss the super-se¬ 
cret National Security 
Agency's activities 

Just blocks away, officials 
launched the ambitious negoti¬ 
ations for the Transatlantic 
Trade and Investment Partner¬ 
ship, which aims to reduce 
commercial barriers between 
the two giant economies and 
help both pull dear of the fi¬ 
nancial crisis. 

The spying row, had threat¬ 
ened to deratl the long -planned 
trade talks even before they 
started.

Slim's America Movil phone 
company announced the capi¬ 
tal stock deal in a statement 
Monday, saying that the two 
firms "entered into a strategic 
alliance for business develop¬ 
ment m the Americas." 

In a separate statement, 
SitazEitn SEiid America Movil 
was investing $40 million. 

Slim is considered the 
world's second richest person 
after Microsoft, founder Bill 
Gates, with an empire that in¬

America Movil offers an 
array of fixed-line, mobile

Shazam says it has i SO mil¬ 
lion users around the world 
with sales of digital goods of 
more than $30Q million a year 
through affiliate partners like 
AppI e's iTuaes.

"InTTIP, we have the oppor¬ 
tunity to accomplish some¬ 
thing very significant for our 
economies, for our relation¬ 
ship, and for the global trading 
system as a whole," US Trade 
Representative Michael Eto¬ 
nian told the opening meeting 
hi Geneva, EU Trade Com¬ 
missioner Karel De Gucht said 
in a statement that a deal 
would be good for Europe 
"We are convinced that tins 
trade agreement will result in 
more jobs and more growth - 


of the economic crisis," De 
Gucht said. 

The trade negotiations are 
expected to be rocky, even 
without the spying contro¬ 
versy, after pre-opemng salvos 
laid down some red lines. 

Washington wants financial 
regulation to be off the table, 
amid concerns that EU rules 
far banks are too lenient, while 
France demanded that its 
strong protections for its film 
and television industry be ex¬ 
cluded from die talks. 

More broadly, Europe will 
raise the widespread prefer¬ 
ences that US states, cities and 
the federal government give to 
local contractors and suppliers, 
including in the lucrative de¬

And Washington will push 
Europe tD open up to US 
biotechnology products like 
genetically modified foods, 
which many European con¬ 
sumers consider dangerous 

If an agreement can be 
reached, it would create the 
world's largest free-trade area, 
involving 330 million people. 

Trade in goods and services 
between die United States and 
the EU last year was worth 
nearly $1 trillion. Cross-At¬ 
lantic direct investment totaled 
about $3 7 trillion in 2D 11 

A study for the EU by the 
Centre for Economic Policy 
Research in London said TTIP 
could add about 119 billion 
euros ($153 million) annually 
to the EU economy, and 9 5 bil¬ 
lion euros for the United 
States. 

Both sides acknowledged 
the difficulty of wrapping up a 
deal before late 2014 when a 
new European Commission 
wiUbe elected.

Pope condemns global indifference 
to refugees in island visit 


DENIA (AFRj-TOPSHQTS 
People jump with a bull 
into the sea during the 
traditional running of 
bulls '‘Sous a la mar 11 
(Bull in the sea) at 
Denia's harbour, near Ali¬ 
cante yesterday. Spain's 
annual running of the 
bulls began over the 
weekend, when thou¬ 
sands of brave or just 
plain crazy thrill seekers 
sprinted for about two 
minutes with six fighting 
bulls through the narrow 
streets of Pamplona. The 
iconic festival attracts 
tourists from all over the world, and the event often ends with a brutal goring or even 
a death. But this year only four people were reported injured, none of them serisouly. 
"it was amazing, phenomenal and scary, ail at the same time," William Schulz, 34, a 
bartender in Nashville, Tennessee, told Ai Jazeera.

"Rescuing them is a legal 
and ethical duty," she said in 
an interview with Rai public 
television. 

Hie United Nations High 
Commissioner for Refugees 
estimates that 40 people have 
died so far in 2D13 -- most by 
drowning -- trying to cross 
from north Africa, while 
around 5GO were reported 
dead or missing m 2012 


LAMPEDUSA (AFP) - Pope 
Francis called for an end to 
worldwide indifference to the 
plight of refugees on Monday 
on a visit to an Italian island 
where tens of thousands of mi¬ 
grants from Africa and the 
Middle East reach Europe. 

"We ask forgiveness for the 
indifference towards so many 
brothers and sisters," Francis 
said m bs homily at a mass 
near the fishing harbour on bs 
first trip outside of Rome since 
bs election m March 

Speaking witbn sight of 
dozens of the abandoned boats 
used by the migrants, he paid 
tribute to the hundreds who 
drown every year' trying to 
reach Europe and said lie had 
come to Lampedusa "to 
re awak en consci enc es". 


"The culture of well-being 
makes us think about our¬ 
selves, renders us insensitive 
to the cnes of others," he said, 
urging ‘brotherly responsibil¬ 
ity" and condemning a "glob¬ 
alisation of indifference". 

The pope celebrated mass 
with a cross and a chalice 
made from the wood of the 
rickety h Dats that migrants typ¬ 
ically arrive on, mainly from 
Libya and Tunisia 

The altar was also fashioned 
from a fishing boat 
The Catholic leader earlier 
boarded a coast guard boat and 
cast a wreath o f white and yel¬ 
low chrysanthemums -- the 
colour of the Vatican frag -- 
into the water. 

Surrounded by dozens of 
fishing boats and yachts, the 
pope solemnly made the sign 
of the cross over the sea in a 
spot where one of many 
drownings occurred. 

Francis also met with a group 
of around 50 recent arrivals, 
many of them Entrearns, telling 
them "We will pray far those 
who are no longer with us" 

One of die young men, who 
wore tracksuits and white 
baseball caps, told him “We 
suffered a lot reaching tins 
calm place but now we have to 
stay in Italy. We would like 
other European countries to 
help us" 

Under European Union 


rules, asylum-seekers have to 
stay in the country they first ar¬ 
rive m and unaccompanied mi¬ 
nors are often stuck on 
Lampedusa for months at a 
time awaiting relocation. 
Inhuman and unacceptable* 
In tune with the new pope's 
informal style, the visit had 


less of tire pomp customary for 
papal visits. 

There were no meetings 
with politicians or high -rank¬ 
ing clergy, and the pope used a 
Fiat car on loan from a local 
inhabitant as a “pop ema bile". 

The visit was announced 
only last week, unlike past 
papal trips arranged months m 
advance. 

Just hours before he 
touched down, the latest boat 
carrying 166 migrants landed 
on Lampedusa. 

Another migrant boat was 
reported by Italian coast guard 
to be m difficulty just off 
Libyan shores. 

C ardinal Antoni d M art a 
Veglio, head of the Vatican's 
migrant department, said he 
hoped the visit would prompt 
"concrete concern and solidar¬ 
ity to improve situations that 
hav e become t nhuman and un- 
acceptable" 

The pop e also paid tribute to 
the local papulation -- a fishing 
community of 6,000 on an is¬ 
land of 2D square kilometres 
(eight square miles) -- for the 
assistance and tolerance they 
had shown to the boat people. 

‘May your example be a 
beacon for the world as a 
whole to have the courage to 
welcome those who are look¬ 
ing for a better life," the pope 
said after the mass.

Shakira and de la Rua --son 
of a former president of Ar¬ 
gentina -- split in 2010 after a 
decade together but reportedly 
remained friends. 

Their ties soured, however, 
as de la Rua sought what lie 
charges is his due for deploy¬ 
ing his marketing and manage¬ 
ment skills to lira ft Shakira's 
public persona and turn her 
into an international star. 

Shakira's team provided 
pre-nuptial agreements be¬ 
tween the couple which barred 
de la Rua from a share of her 
wealth.

Hamilton battled to finish 
fifth after starting from pole 
and Ins problems were a re¬ 
minder of the team's early sea¬ 
son struggles with the 
fast-wearing Pirellis. 

Hamilton said: "It would be 
good to get a win but at the 
moment it really doesn't feel 
like it's going to happen. Luck 
is definitely not. with me, but 
who knows? At some stage it's 
got to come 1 

The 20 DS champion has 
stalled front pole at the last 
two races. At tire British Grand 
Pnx, he led but then suffered 
tiie first of the four tyre 
blowouts that led to the cnas 
which ushered m a change of 
tyres and revised rules for 



using them. 

Brawn sard, 'The construc¬ 
tion of the tyre has changed 
and I think the ability tD swap 
tyres before was a good way 
of off-setting the stress of the 
tyre. You could use it in quali¬ 
fying and then swap it, and 
have it m a different condition 
for the race.

His emotion-charged £5- 
4, 7-5, d-4 win over top 
seed Novak Djokovic on a 
baking-hot centre court on 
Sunday left the 26-year Scot 
drained but still lucid over 
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what faces him nest in his ten¬ 
nis career 

Next up, he knows, will be 
the defence of his US Open 
crown in New York in Sep- 
temb er with the US hard court 
season set to kick in at Mon¬ 
treal m less than a month's 
time. 

"I hope I don't lose hunger.

BRASILIA (AFP) - A referee 
was lynched aid decapitated fay 
a mob in northeastern Brazil 
after he fatally stabbed a player 
who refused to leave the pitch 
during ai amateur soccer game, 
according to local press reports 
The gruesome killings oc¬ 
curred m the town of Pio XII in 
Maranhao state on June 30 but 
details of the case only emerged 
last week. 

Local police sad the referee, 
3D-year-old Otavio Jordao da 
Silva got into a fist fight with 
31-year-old player Josemr dos 
Sartos Abreu, who had refused 
to comply until ai order to 
leave the pitch. 

During the fight, the referee 
stabbed the player, who subse¬ 
quently died on the way to hos¬ 
pital, the reports said. 

In retaliation, three people 
stoned the referee to death be¬ 
fore dismembering Ins body 
Local police said a 37-year- 
Dld man confessed taking pail 
in the assault although he de¬ 
nied delivering the fatal blows. 

Two other suspects are still 
being sou gilt.
